camp near Hamburg (name forgotten) , in the jail at 
Neuosnster, civil internment camp Neumunster and 
a long time in prison of the secret service in 
Bad Nendo rf. From there I was taken in April 1946 
and I was supposed to begin what I had done in 
1944. Because of political considerations this
